Leaving out the reports 
from Jewish congregations, “Old 
Catholic Church in America

Church of America,” and Ro- 
man Catholic Church—there 
were, in 1923, 195,901 Protest- 


‘ant ministers to a total Protest- 
jant membership of 29,501,093.

This means that, for every 151 
| Protestants, there was one min- 
| ister. 

If our inquirer desires to fur- 
ther pursue his researches, he 
may be interested to know that, 
in 1928, the 17 brands of Metho- 


‘'dist denominations had 48,520 


ministers and a total member- 
ship of 8,433,268. This means 


1 for every 174 Methodists, 


there was 1 minister. The “Dis- 
‘ciples of Christ” (‘“Campbell- 
ites”) in the same year had 
6,850 ministers and a member- 
ship of 1,383,247,—in other 
words, for every 217 members 
of this denomination, there was 
1 minister. 
| But it is very likely that these 
comparisons would not be satis- 
factory to an anti-Catholic lec- 
turer.
